189J, do not forbid an injunction in 
favor of one whose property has 
been condemned without notice but 
only in favor of one whose "dam- 
ages have been assessed." 


y. The property of a citizen can- 


not be condemned without due pro- 
cess of law, to which notice of some 
kind is essential, although such dis- 
cretion in the matter of taking may 
be given the tribunal that a hearing 
on the question of condemnation 
could be of little avail.

may be in part justified by the law's 
delays or the corruption of the pro- 


ses of justice. 
Bnt civilization 


cannot and will not condone the 
incontinent outbreak of the mob 
spirit as we see it manifested on 
every side today.

The Fort Wayne Foundry and 


Machine company has completed a 
Phelps Traction Gasoline engine 
which is a novelty in its line and 
from which great results are we- 
peoted. It was built for Vala&ius 
Brown, of Colombia City, and will 
hepat into serriou hauling logs in 
the vicinity of Churn bnsco as soon as 
the series of tests through which it 
is now being put are completed. 


This engine is of the double verti- 


calcylinder pattern, weighs 15,000 
pounds and is estimated at fourteen 
horse power. In ordinary service 
it is designed to ran about foot and 
a half miles an hoar, though it can 
be speeded much higher if neces- 
sary. 


The engine is mounted npon fottr 


wheels, the hulk of weight reeling 
upon the two rear ones, which we 
the drivers. These are stxty-alx 
inches in diameter with a sixteen 
inch rim. 


The tanks are also locate;! with ft 


view of throwing as mnch of their 
weight as possible upon the rear 
wheel*.
